AQUATIC TALENT GRATIFIED

Ontcome of Yale<Harvard Regatia is
in Accordannce with Prognoati-
cations of Wise Ones,

Aquatle talent was glven abundant sup-
port at the Yale-Harvard regatia, for the
two boats which had been pleked for sure
winners lived up to It all. The Harvard
four, with all the preference behind it, won
ensily and so it was with the Yale fresh-
men, In the ‘varsity eights contest the
result winy acknowlodged to be n Lossup,
and so it proved in the race Itself to the
very end, Harvard finally losing by only two
lengths to the sons of il

Eights from the two colleges have met
annually since 1876, except In 1896, when
strivined relntions in all branches of ath-
letics kept them apart on the water. They
firat came together as far back as 1802,
when they competed with erews from other
colleges in fours and sixes. Yale and
Harvard first met io elghts at Springfield in
18, and Yale was & winoer In 22:02, de-
featlng Harvard by thirty-one seconds. In
1877 over the same course Harvard won In
& slow race, the time being 24:36, elght sec-
onds better than Yale.

The Thames first witnessed a race in 1878
wnd the ovent was an andusl one until the
hlatus of 1806, In the latter year Yale
sent an eight to the Henley regattn und
wns defeated by the craek Leander erew.
Harvard and Yale eame together ngaln, but
this time on the Hudson, ne competitors In
i three-cornered contest with Corncll. The
latter orew won hondily with Yale second.
In '08 Cornell won and again Yale was sec-
ond and Harvard third,

The dunl races bhetween Yale and Horvard
were resumed In 1899, when a regatta of
three races, 'varsity fours, freshmen elghts
and ‘varsity eights, was {nutituted. Fair

Harvard made a day long to be remembered,
for its oarsmen captured all three ruces in
no uncertaio manner. From 1878 to
vietorlea waroe falrly evenly divided,
vard winning five and Yale three Sinoe
| ‘85, however, Yale has won ten of the
| twelve dual races rowed. The time record
for the Thuames course in held by Yale, Cap+
taln Btevenson's crew of ‘A8 doing the four
miles in 20:10, The Harvard crew of '7§
imade the Crimson's best time 230:44%.

Now that the great Yale-Harvard regatta
has beon rowed and won, interest o col-
legiate gports hinges upon the American
Henley, which is to be held on the Hudson
river at Poughkeepsle on Tuesday, July 2.
This Is the great yedrly conlest between
Cornell, Pennsylvania, Columbla and Wis-
consin  universities, Hoth Cornell and
Columbia will enter a full team,
elght and four and a freshman eight. Wis-
consin, however, will be short & crew, the
freshmen belng left at home,

The vourse will be policed for the races
by United States revenue cutters, ass|sted
by a large number of fine private yachis,

big craft from making swells that might
Interfere with the contest, The course
will be cleared two hours bhefore the time
soet for the ruces, thus allowlng the water
to become as trangull as the wind will
permit before the contests boglno.
